A constant guard will also be 
maintained along the track in the vicinity of the camp to intercept any 
that may attempt to come in on foot. It is hoped that by these precau- 
tions the danger of the further introduction of smallpox into Mobile 
will be reduced to a minimum. House-to-house vaccination was begun 
in the city this morning.

Eeypt.—From December 14 to 21 there were 20 new cases and 17 
deaths reported at Alexandria. 


East INpDIES—Caleutta.—From January 12 to 18 there were 48 cholera 
deaths.

CHOLERA. 


Prussta.—The minister of the interior has informed the presidents 
of Konigsberg, Dantzig, Paten, and Breslau that the authority given 
under date of November 26 and December 10, 1890, continued in the 
three succeeding years and extended in 1893, in regard to measures 
against workmen from Russia and Galicia who might be seeking employ- 
ment in the provinces named, is renewed. 

In view of the possibility of a cholera outbreak on the Russian fron- 
tier, special attention should be paid to sanitation and to the transpor- 
tation of foreign workmen. Enforcement of quarantine during a definite 
period, and official medical inspection to ascertain the condition of health 
of the said workmen are recommended. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.—The minister of the interior has, under date 
of February 25, declared the district of Trembowla to be no longer a 
cholera focus. The local authorities at Lemberg are instructed to exer- 
cise sanitary inspection of travelers and their effects at the frontier sta- 
tions of Podwaloczeka, Brody, and Stoganow. 

Spain.—By royal proclamation of February 20, quarantine against 
arrivals from Casablanea is suspended. 

PoRTUGAL.—By ministerial proclamation of February 22 the ports of 
Morocco and Ceuta are declared clean. 

Ecaypt.—The sanitary council of Alexandria resolved, February 10, 
that ships’ bills be amended as follows : 

‘**Since December 29, 1895, an average of 2 cases in every three 
days has been reported at Alexandria.” 

Morocco.—The sanitary council at Tangier declares the suspension 
of quarantine against ports on the Morocco coast. 


YELLOW FEVER. 


PoRTUGAL.—By ministerial proclamation of February 22 the port of 
Pernambuco is declared infected. Other ports in the same province are 
declared suspect. 


BRAZIL. 


Sanitary reports from Rio de Janeiro. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, February 19, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended February 
15, 1896 : 


There were 27 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 3; 200 
from yellow fever, an increase of 89 (233 new cases reported); 12 from 
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smallpox, an increase of 3 (19 new cases reported); 11 from beriberi, 
an increase of 3; 6 from enteric fever, a decrease of 1; 49 from tuber- 
culosis, an increase of 1; none from measles, and 1 each from whooping 
cough and diphtheria. There were 572 deaths from all causes, an 
increase of 80 over the foregoing week. 

This week’s report does not show very favorably, and with the con- 
tinued dry weather we may look for less favorable reports for some 
weeks to come. 

Yellow fever.—This disease is increasing with the dry weather, and I 
have to state that it has been unusually fatal. 

Smallpox.—Though the deaths were 3 more than in the foregoing 
week, the disease is diminishing, there having been a decrease of 5 in 
the number of new cases. 

Bills of health were given to the following-named vessels: February 
13, barkentine Priscilla, American, for Baltimore, Md., and barkentine 
Frances, American, for Baltimore, Md.; February 14, steamship Califor- 
nia, French, from Santos for New Orleans, La.; February 15, steamship 
Czarina, American, for San Francisco, Cal., a visé, and steamship 
Asiatic Prince, British, from Santos for New York, N. Y.

Rio DE JANEIRO, February 25, 1896. 


Srr: I have the honor to transmit report for week ended February 
22, 1896: 

There were 43 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 16; 195 
from yellow fever, a decrease of 5; 6 from smallpox, a decrease of 6; 4 
from beriberi, an increase of 7; 11 from enteric fever, an increase of 5; 
1 from whooping cough, the same as in the foregoing week ; 54 from 
tuberculosis, an increase of 5; and none from diphtheria, one in the 
previous week. 

From all causes there were 643 deaths, an increase of 71 over the 
foregoing week, and the highest mortality this season. This is partly 
due to the great number of diseases of the air passages, consequent on 
the damp, rainy weather. 

Yellow fever.—This disease declined a little with the lower temper- 
ature, but it is again on the increase. 

Smallpox.—This disease has steadily declined with the summer, and 
bids fair to become almost extinet. With no special instructions, and 
although the quarantine law makes a disease epidemic with only one 
case existing, I have to-day ceased requiring all crews to be revaccinated 
before their ships sail for the United States, as there are no more cases 
amongst the shipping, and the disease is only in a few scattered points 
in this large town. I understand the law to be intended for the protec- 
tion of our own ports, and not as a vexatious measure; however, I await 
your instructions in the matter. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected and 
received bills of health from this office: February 20, steamship Bel- 
larden, British, from Santos for New York; February 22, ship Tuskar, 
British, for Mobile, Ala. ; February 23, steamship Etona, British, from 
Buenos Ayres for New York.

Sanitary report from Santiago. 


SANTIAGO DE CuBA, March 7, 1896. 
Srr: I have the honor of submitting the following report on the sani- 
pd a of Santiago de Cuba for the week ended Saturday, 

arch 7: 

The mortality for this week has been 51. Of these deaths, 6 were from 

' yellow fever, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from typhoid, 5 from tuberculosis, 6 
from pernicious fever, 5 from remittent fever, 2 from pneumonia, 8 from 
enteritis, and the rest from diseases of noncontagious character. 

The local newspapers announce cases of smallpox, but there have 
been no deaths from it since the one I reported. This report has done 
some good. It has made many apply for vaccination. The number of 
deaths from yellow fever remains normal; cases now almost always end 
fatally. 

Croup and diphtheria seem to be more frequent among us now, but 
as serotherapy is practiced very few die. Enteric fever is excessively 
common, especially among the children, who die in great numbers, and 
this is probably owing to the scarcity of pure fresh cows’ milk, which 
is very difficult to get, and almost impossible for the poor classes from 
its excessively high price—20 cents per quart.

Sanitary report of Constantinople—Quarantine measures against Alexandria. 
[Report 147.] 


CONSTANTINOPLE, February 26, 1896. 


An epidemic of influenza prevails in Constantinople, and, as I have 
already written in my last repert, many cases prove fatal. According 
to the returns of the last month, January, 1,559 deaths were registered 
in the town of Constantinople, the ordinary death rate of which is from 
700 to 1,000 per month. The number of deaths registered for the month 
of January, 1895, was 1,200, of which 150 were caused by smallpox. 
The latter disease has, during the last month, caused only 6 deaths. 

In Alexandria, Egypt, cholera seems to progress slightly. Since the 
4th instant up to the 17th instant, 22 cholera cases were registered, of 
which 5 occurred on the 17th. It is reported that the inhabitants of 
Alexandria do not want to declare the cholera cases, since the local 
authorities are obliged to pay 20 piasters (about one American dollar) to 
the muhtars or the chief of the quarters for every cholera case announced. 

On account of the increase of cholera it has been decided by the inter- 
national board of health to order a five days’ quarantine (to be under- 
gone at one of the Ottoman lazarettos) for ships coming from Alexandria. 
Ships with passengers coming from the other ports of Egypt will be 
submitted to a medical observation for forty-eight hours, during which 
the wearing apparel of the passengers has to be disinfected. 

Ships going from Egypt (Suez) to the Holy Land of Hejaz have to 
undergo ten days’ quarantine at the lazaretto of Abu-Saad. Ships with- 
out passengers have to be submitted only to a medical visit. * * *

AUSTRALIA— Queensland— Brisbane.—Month of December, 1895. Es- 
timated population, 93,657. Total deaths, 108, including enteric fever, 
6, and whooping cough, 13. 

New South Wales—Newcastle.—Month of January, 1896. Estimated 
population, 15,329. Total deaths, 37, including enteric fever, 8, and 
diphtheria, 1. 

BAHAMA ISLANDS—Green Turtle Cay—Abaco.—Two weeks ended 
March 12, 1896. Estimated population, 3,900. No deaths. 

CuBsA—Habana.—Under date of March 21, 1896, the United States 
sanitary inspector reports as follows: 


There were 134 deaths in this city during the week ended March 19, 
1896. One of these deaths was caused by yellow fever, 2 by enteric fever, 
5 by so-called pernicious fever, 1 by paludal fever, 9 by enteritis, 2 by 
smallpox, 1 by measles, 3 by pneumonia, 3 by the grippe, and 1 by 
hydrophobia. The 1 death by yellow fever occurred in the military 
hospital. 

FRANCE—Roubaix.—Month of February, 1896.—Estimated popula- 
tion, 120,000. Total deaths, 223, including enteric fever, 2; diphthe- 
ria, 4; measles, 21, and whooping cough, 4. 

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended March 7 
correspond to an annual rate of 20.7 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 10,860,971. The lowest rate was recorded 
in Croydon, viz, 14.1, and the highest in Salford, viz, 29 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand eight hundred and forty-six deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles, 152; scarlet fever, 15; diph- 
theria, 46; whooping cough, 85; enteric fever, 7; smallpox, 2, and 
diarrhea and dysentery, 9. The deaths from all causes corresponded to 
an annual rate of 21.7a thousand. In greater London 2,314 deaths were 
registered, corresponding to an annual rate of 19.6 a thousand of the 
population. In the ‘‘outer ring”’ the deaths included 5 from diphtheria, 
27 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 1 from smallpox, and 16 from 
whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended March 7 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 21.8 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Galway, viz, 3.8, and the highest in Sligo, viz, 
55.8 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 157 deaths were registered, 
including enteric fever, 2, and whooping cough, 3. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended March 7 corresponded to an annual rate of 19.2 a thousand of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,500,435. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Glasgow, viz, 18.2, and the highest in Paisley, viz, 23.5a 


thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes.
